Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In a previous telephone conversation, Examiner Wilson brought up 
the concern that the steps required to perform the methods of claim 32 and 40 were potentially not complete because 
they appeared to encompass a method of making double transgenics by introducing two constructs into one ES or by 
making to transgenic lines and cross-breeding the two lines. Clarification was requested as to the intent of the claims 
and applicants desire. Applicants faxed a proposed amendment for claim 32 on 2-21-06. The examiner reviewed 
spoke with Steve Reiter on 2-23-06 and stated the claim was not in condition for allowance and would require further 
consideration under new matter and enablement not previously required. The Examiner suggested canceling claims 
32 and 40 and claims dependent therefrom to expedite prosecution. .

32, (Currently amended) A method for the production of recombinant alleles in a 
transgenic non-human animal mammal , said method comprising: 

introducing a construct comprising a nucleic acid fragment flanked by at least two 
recombinase recombination target sites into mammalian embryonic stem cells of claim 12, 
thereby producing modified embryonic steim cells containing said co nstruct and 

generating a non-human mammal from said modified embryo nic stem cells; 
thereby passaging the genome of said non-human mammal der iv ed from said 
embryonic s tem cell s through gametogenesi s to obtain which induces expression of 
recombinase which promotes recombination, thereby producing a transformed gamete 4 
wherein the genome of said transformed gamete contains a recombinant allele 
comprising said nucleic acid fragment; and 

generating obtaining progeny from the transformed gamete, thereby producing a 
transgenic non-human animal mammal having [[a]] said recombinant allele therein, 
wherein said transgenic tinn-human mammal exhibits a phenotype c haracteristic of 
said recombinant allele. 
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
